DBHOO&An TAXI WAMD AOAINBT LAW AND OOUSTS. 

The Dyer aiiti-ljTiohing bill is a meaaure in support of law en- 
forcement. That ia the long ariJ theshort of it. There is nothing 
partisan in the bill. There is nothing sectional in tiio bill. U applies 
.'.like to the state of >.::iine and the state of Texas; to the communities 
Minnesota and those of Mississippi. If it becomes a biw, as it 
hhould and no doubt will, its provisions wUl be in full foree and effect 
jn tbe rock ribbed Republican state of Pounsylvania quite as effect- 
vally and effectively as in the solid JJemocratic state of Alabama. 

The provisions of the bUl, briefly, provide that mobs whieh take 
Ihe law in their own hands violate tliat portion of the Federal Consti 
tutiou which provides tliat every citizen shnU hav? his dav in court 
and equal protection of the laws affecting his safety. hi« properly and 
his life. Tlie bUl defines a mob as an offense against federal statutes 
rnd fixes penalties for those who participate in a mob. The teeth in 
the bill, which is responsible for the outcry against it. is the penalty 
it lays against the community which stages a lyucliing. 

Realizing the futility of attempting to get convictions against 
local officers who permit nioh laws within the resrion under then- 
jurisdiction, inasmuch as mobs are geenrully eoiuposed of ieaduig 
eitiiens," the Dwyer anti-lynching bill penalizes the eouiuiuiiiiy in 
which a l.vnching occurs by a fine of $10,0<Xi to l>e collected by the 
federal court, either by levying upon property belonging to the mu- 
nicipality or county in which the lynchin;; occurs or by dir. ctin- tli- 
municipality or county to levy a special tax for raising this indem- 
nity. This penalty elams the door in the fact of the pettifoggery | 
and perjui-y, which usually characterize trials of local officers who 
connive with mobs or cowardly yield to them. It puts it s'lnarely 
up to a community to elect ofBeers entrusted with the enforcement of 
- the law wlio will perform their duty. 

It needs no argumentation to sustain the assertion that it is a 
rai« occasion where a mob has accomplished its purpose in « com 
mmiity where the officers of the law were really intent upon protcet- 
mg prisoners and .seeing that the law took its proper course. Stories 
of sheriffs and their deputies and police officers l)eing ' ov. rpow- 
t-red" and having prisoners talion from them, or keys to the door-s 
of jails wrested from them arc fiction 99 times out of 100,— a fact 
which the Dyer anti-lynching bill recognizes by fixincr a penalty mik- 
ing it a felony upon the part of the officers to permit a mob, and 
i?pon\he part of individuals to paitieipate in a mob. 

It is no surprise that the Democratic party should go on record 
(IS a party against law eni jrcemei;t. It is no surprise that th;'t party 
which has flirted with all tlio disorderly elements of society during 
the past eight years should be so bold as to commit itself by party 
3AUCUS against a bill which werely provides that the law of the laiui 
shall be enforced, or that those individuals and eonimunitics whiei' 
defy it shall be punished. During the eight years of the Wilson 
legime representatives of soeialistie, communistic and radical or- 
ganizations in this country were embraced to the bosom of the Ueiuo- 
cratic family. Elements in the United States whose hands were 
against the Constitution, the government and organised orderly in- 
stitutions found a welcome in the Democratic party councils. It is a 
luatter of common repute that Democratic party timds found their 
way into the treasury of various radical organizations, keeping them 
alive and using them as mediums of propaganda. •— National Re- 
publican.

HABDINa AT HOME AlfO WILSON ABROAD. 

"In presenting to the Senate the treaties agreed upon at the 
Armament Conference President Harding occupied a position much 
stronger than thtst occupied by President Wilson when he presented 
'he treaty agreed upon at Versailles," declares the Republican Pub- 
licity Association. "Mr. Ilardiug was in a position to argue that the 
honor of the country required the ratification of the treaty. Presi- 
dent Wilson and his supporters undertook to make such a claim in 
behalf of the treaty of peace with its league of nations encumbrance, 
but the plea gained no credence anywhere. 

"The difference beAveen the two situations is dear. President 
'^Vilson wnt to Paris praetically alone. He took with him a few sub- 
ordiniiti's. but lie neither counseled with thera nor received from them 
iiny siiggestion.s. They were mecr clerks carrying information to 
(.dve him if called for. Neither directly nor indirectly did he take 
the advice of the Senate nor keep the Senate informed as to th steps 
lie was taking. Moreover, it having been reportd that President Wil 
son intended to incorporate in the peace treaty the league of nations 
covenant, thirty-nine members of the Senate notified him in writiug 
ond by the adoption of a resolution that they could not support the 
treaty with such a provision in it. With that knowledge before him 
and before the other nations represented at Versailles, President Wil- 
son continued in his determmation to interweave the leagu of nations 
covenant in the peace treaty in such a way that the whole must be 
accepted or rejected. He undertook to force the Senate to give its 
t s<inction to agreements with whioh the Senate disagreed. 

"No such metho'ls were pursued by President Harding. Instead 
of going personally as a delegate to the Congerence he appointed four 
of the ablest men in the United States, two of them members of the 
Senate and leaiLrs n fthei rrespeutive political parties. These four 
men in constant consultation among themselves and with the Presi 
dent ami witli memberH of the Senate represented the interests and 
CesircB of the United States government. Moreover, the Senate had 
already, by adoptkm of a reaolotiotl,' declared its desire that treaties 
lie made providing for limitation of armament and settling vexatious 
(luestions in the Pacafic. Thus it will be seen the President umde the 
treaties with the 'adviee' of the Senate. ' 

"In one other req>eet President Harding's position was much 
stronger than that of President Wilson. At the same tiiae that he 
Mibmitted the treaties to the .>>!enatp he placed before that body ii 
complete copy of the minutes of the ^troceedings by which the terms 
of the treaties were arrived at. In other words, he ))la<;ed before th- 
S'ennle nil the information in \\\h posHeKHion luaring upon the agree- 
ments by which it was proposed the United Stales should be bound.
